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Hunters Point : 


Fed Money Need To Eliminate SF Poverty

Money is the only answer to the problem of poverty 
in San Francisco, The city, however, doesn’t have the money 
and the state doesn’t appear willing to spend the money 
to get the poor off the welfare rolls. There’s only one other 
source of money; the federal government, 

Why, then, did Mayor Shelley refuse to apply for the 
$41 million demonstration cities money? Why does the 
Mayor insist on controlling the manpower program? And, 
why is the mayor just sitting back watching the Economic 
Opportunity Council (EOC) die? (All these are federal 
programs.) 
on these questions, especially the decision not to submit 
an application for the demonstration cities program, The 
decision was made before the meeting. The message was 
delivered by the Mayor’s messengers Kent and Arrington, 
The following are some things the Mayor may not have 
been told, 

Wednesday morning, March 22, 1967, a meeting was 
held in the redevelopment agency conference room. Joe 
Arrington, the deputy director of social services and T,J,

Kent, deputy for development conducted the meeting. About 
25 people were in the audience. About 20 city department 
heads were represented, the Controller, the Park Depart- 
ment, the Housing Authority, the Redevelopment Agency, 
the Department of Public Works, etc. 

The purposes of the meeting were 1) to find out from 
agencies if it was possible to establish a Demonstration 
Cities Agency in San Francisco, and 2) to get citizen support 
for a draft proposal prepared by the Mayor’s office, (They 
called this citizen participation of the area and residents 
to be served.) This procedure of citizens as a rubber 
stamp of the Mayor’s proposal warrants only minor com- 
ment, The residents were asked to rubber stamp a plan 
created by the Mayor’s office and in violation of the federal 
guidelines, The residents were not allowed to participate 
in the draft proposal, they were not told what they would 
have to invest in the program, they were not told what role 
they would be allowed to play, of any. The citizens were 
‘Simply asked, ‘do you rubber stamp this proposal or don’t 
you?’ ‘We don’t,’ the citizens loudly replied. 


The Mayor of San Francisco has more experience 
in citizen participation than any other mayor in the country. 
He knows that the San Francisco citizens are unlike those 
in any other city because they understand their rights 
and will demand them, Maybe the Mayor doesn’t want 
any more federal programs in San Francisco, Last Septem- 
ber the Mayor said in a letter to the Board of Supervisors 
«Thus, even though the proposed federal program has great 
potential financial benefits, it is possible that we may have 
to decide not to seek participation in the program as proposed 
at this time,’”? Kent said at the meeting last week, ‘I don’t 
think it is possible to establish an agency in 1 to 5 years 
to carry out the program,’”’ Joe Arrington said, «I agree 
with Kent. The city shouldn’t run and get money just because 
money is available. There are questions that are not 
answered,”? Joe summed up the meeting with two recom- 
mendations: 1) that we do not try to meet the deadline 
(April 1, for the Social Service committee and May 1 for 
the Regional office.), and 2) that we use the existing $70 
thousand (appropriated last year) to get residents partici- 
pation to implement the rhetoric of the Model Cities guide- 
lines,’? (Continued on page 8)

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No Integration 


‘‘We are making no progress at all,”? is the summation 
of the State Board of Education on efforts to encourage 
racial integration in California schools. 

Dorman L. Commons made the remarks in stating that 
statistics dispute any move toward integration. A report of 
the Bureau of Intergroup Relations shows that minority 
group children continue to attend predominantly segregated 
schools. 

The Board in their Los Angeles meeting also directed 
local boards to reconsider their obligation of racial balance 
in establishing attendance zones. 

The racial survey shows that 85% of Negro students 
and 57% of those with Spanish surnames in large districts 
attend minority-dominated schools, while 55% of the white 
students attend predominantly white schools. 

San Francisco, according to the survey has the largest 
proportion of Negroes, 26.3% of the total enrollment. 

The study also found that minority group children suffer 
harm when educated in a segregated setting. 

One answer to some of the problems, the report points 
out, would be to follow the U.S. Civil Rights Commission study 
which advocates legislation making it illegal for a school to 
have more than a set percentage of Negro students, One sug- 
gestion is not over 50% as in New-York and Massachusetts, 
which has been commended for their progress in attempting 
to curb the harmful effects of segregation. 


Brown Power 


In tune with the advocates of Black Power, militant 


Spanish-Americans are calling for action and will work on the 
concept of Brown Power in the legislative fields of employ- 
ment, housing, the handicapped, civil rights, farm labor, 
welfare and social services, 5 

The call for Brown Power comes on the heels of the 
initial Brown Power conference just recently held in Sacra- 
mento. The conference urged the State to declare its own war 
on poverty through the enacting of legislation to protect con- 
sumers, increase minimum wages for farm labor, insure 
collective bargaining rights for agricultural workers and 
‘fill the gap left by congressional cutbacks in anti-poverty 
programs, particularly community action.’’ 

The conference also went on record as declaring that 
he ‘‘winning of the war in Vietnam is of little value if the 
war on poverty is lost at home.’’ 

Local leaders present included Robert Gonzales, a 
prospective candidate for supervisor. 

Gonzales’ position.was that ‘‘the political climate within 
our community has reached such a temperature that we are 
not taking the. position ,that if the Legislature does not show 
concern for our problems with affirmative action, the com- 
munity will work just as hard for the defeat of these people 
as we did for their victories.’’ 

The conference urged a ‘‘brown power” alliance which 
would take Negroes, Orientals and other minority groups into 
their ranks.

Low-Cost Housing 


Two State Legislators announced that they have co- 
authored a bill which would create a $5 million State loan 
fund for the construction of low-cost housing. Their bill 
is the result of a two-year study by the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Industrial Relations. State Senator Mervyn M. 
Dymally, who was an assemblyman and chairman of the 
committee last term, and Assemblyman John L. Burton, 
who headed the subcommittee which actually formulated 
the bill, said that they are quite optimistic about the bills’ 
chances of passage. 

Assemblyman Burton said: ‘‘The subcommittee found 
that the basic housing problem in California is the very 
short supply of decent low-cost housing. That is, decent 
housing for poor people is the housing problem We also 
found that the federal government has created several 
programs over the past thirty years to help with the con- 
struction of an adequate supply of such housing. But Cali- 
fornia simply does not make maximum utilization of these 
programs. The California taxpayer is not getting a fair 
return on his tax dollar; he pays for these housing pro- 
grams with his federal taxes but we just do not take ad- 
vantage of them. 

‘‘When we studied this problem we found that the groups 
who are eligible to make use of these programs--local 
housing authorities and private non-profit corporations-- 
often do not have the funds required just to file an ap- 
plication with the federal agency. Filing an application 
costs quite a bit of money since architects and lawyers 
and accountants must work on it. We determined that if 
the State were to make funds available to the groups eligible 
under federal law to cover the pre-application costs, a great 
many more of these groups would participate in the federal 
programs and a great deal more low-cost housing could be 
made available,” Burton continued. ‘‘At the committee’s 
two hearings on this matter, the witnesses--both public 
officials and the representatives of private groups such 
as churches, labor unions, community improvement groups, 
and so on--almost unanimously identified the lack of funds 
for pre-application costs as the major problem and endorsed 
the. committee’s proposal for the creation of a State loan 
fund.’’ : 

Senator Dymally said: “Community leaders all over the 
State have for years been calling for the elimination of 
slums.. But slums are simply a function of poverty; that is, 
the housing available on the private market which rents at 
a price the poor can afford to:pay is generally the older, 
dilapidated and deteriorating housing which threatens the 
public health and safety and offends the public’s sense of 
decency. If we are serious about wanting to eliminate slums-- 


_ and I think we are--then we are going to have to enable 


the groups capable to doing the job to do it. This proposed 
loan fund is what is needed. According to generally ac- 
cepted industry guidelines, $5 million in pre-application 
loans will generate over $100 million in the construction of 
low-cost housing. 

‘‘And the beauty of this proposal, »*? Dymally continued, 
‘is that it will ultimately cost the State nothing. The 
federal government will reimburse the pre-application costs 
if they approve. a project so that the State can recover its 


. loan. All we are really doing is facilitating a transaction 


between the federal government and the public and private 
groups eligible to develop low-cost housing projects. But 
the important point is that for lack of anyone to facilitate 
this transaction in the past, California has missed the 
boat on federal low-cost housing funds.’’ 


Burton Measures 


Assemblyman John L, Burton (D-San Francisco) today 
introduced a package of bills designed to help the aged, blind, 
disabled, and needy children of this State. These measures, 
which are amendments to the Welfare and Institutions Code, 
recognize the obligation that the State of California has to its 
most needy citizens. 

Mr. Burton stated, ‘‘In a state as wealthy and productive 
as California, there is no need for the disadvantaged of the 
State to be living lives of adject poverty. 

‘One of the measures would increase by $5 the maximum 
monthly basic aid to the blind and the self-supporting blind. 

‘Another bill establishes minimum wages for blind and 
other physically handicapped who are employed by the State 
of California. 

‘Another bill permits needy disabled to retain certain 
income and resources if the individual has a plan for achiev- 
ing self-support or partial self-support. 

“One provision provides for a cost of living increase 
in the allowance made to families receiving aidfor dependent 
children equivalent to $1 per person per family per month 
for each 1% increase in the cost of living since January 1958.” 
‘This bill,’ Burton said, ‘‘is of the utmost importance be- 
cause the dependent children of our State have not received an 
increase in their basic allotment since 1959. To expect a 
mother and three school-aged children to live on a budget of 
$172 a month is totally unrealistic. Unless we make it pos- 
sible for families on welfare to avail themselves to the basic 
necessities of life, we are doing a disservice to the golden 
rule that would have ‘us do unto others as we would have 
others do unto us’. 
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School Achievement 


The release of school achievement scores was again 
called for by the Human Rights Commission. 


“Tt is critically important to know exactly how the chil- 
dren are learning in each school in order to pinpoint the areas 
where special attention must be given,’’ said Chairman Edgar 
Osgood. Mr. Osgood reported on a meeting with Superintendent 
Harold Spears who adamantly maintained that the release of 
individual school scores wouldharm pupil and teacher morale. 
The Commission request will now go directly to the Board of 
Education which has the final word. 


Representatives of the NAACP urged the Commission to 
subpoena the school records, but Leroy Cannon of the City 
Attorney’s office advised that the enabling ordinance establish- 
ing the Commission does not grant this power. 


The impatience of the Commission with Dr. Spears’ 
position was underlined by Commissioner Earl Raab who 
pointed out that the School District’s attitude could only be 
explained by its lack of confidence in the public to handle 
facts. ‘‘The mark of an open, democratic society,” according 
to Mr. Raab, ‘‘is its concern that the public be fully informed. 
It is our belief that citizens can handle facts and make intel- 
ligent judgments about matters that concern them. It is this 
confidence in people which distinguishes an open from a 
closed society.” ‘ 


Mr. Raab drew a parallel with health and police depart- 
ments which do not feel that the exposure of excessive crime 
or a high incidence of TB, in particular neighborhoods, 
indicates that doctors and policemen working in those 
neighborhoods are less competent. ‘‘Clearly, exposing a 
cancerous situation in a particular neighborhood alerts 
authorities that special attention and services are required,” 
continued Mr. Raab. ‘‘Similarly, identification of poor schools 
does not necessarily indicate poor teachers, but rather 
constitutes an SOS for help.’’ 


The Commission’s worry about education was also 
emphasized by its response to a letter from School Board 
President, Mrs; Claire Lilienthal. Her letter requests con- 
sultative help on a committee to work on the problems at 
John Muir School where parents and the administration are at 
loggerheads. Although the immediate issue is the anger of 
parents ata teacher, who reportedly used derogatory lan- 
guage to Negro children in her class, the frustrations and 
concern of these parents because of the low achievement of 
their children ‘has beconie a part of ‘the Whole dispute. The 
Combtsaiuny OMCTIIE tO heie Ue Cabioratory CoulElittce,s 2 
made clear that it expected that fundamental questions of 
quality education would be considered. 


Dr. Z. L, Goosby, Chairman of the Commission’s Edu- 
cation Committee, emphasized that past recommendations of 
the Commission designed to improve communication between 
the schools. and the Community should not be actively con- 
sidered by the School Department. He also suggested con- 
sideration of an advisory group of educators and others with 
experience and knowledge in teaching disadvantaged children 
to appraise the school and propose essential changes. 


Director William Becker, reporting for the Housing 
Committee, told the Commissioners of efforts to get human 
values into the discussion of the City Planning Commission. 
Concerned that a study of the area concentrated solely on 
physical planning, ignoring the needs of people, particularly , 
the citizens of Chinatown, the Commission addressed aseries 
of questions to City Planning focussing attention on the employ- 
ment and housing needs of the residents. The Planning 
Commission has indicated they will review these questions 
and meet further with the Human Rights Commission,

Brown's Juvenile Hall Standards 


The Family Service Agency of San Francisco today 
released a telegram sent to Assemblyman Willie Brown by C. 
Thorne Corse, agency president, commending Brown for 
introducing a bill in the legislature to clarify the role of the 
Youth Authority and give them clearly defined responsibility 
for assuring that juvenile halls maintain standards consistent 
with good child practices. 

Corse’s wire read as follows: 

‘‘The Family Service Agency of San Francisco not only 
supports but commends your constructive action in intro- 
ducing Bill #861 which will require all juvenile halls to con- 
form to state standards as established by the Youth Authority. 
Since early last year, this agency has stressed the need for 
independent, impartial examination of juvenile hall pro- 
cedures.”’ 

A hearing on the bill will be held Tuesday, March 14, at 
3:45 p.m. by the criminal procedures committee of the 
legislature, in room 2117 of the State Capitol. Persons 
interested in securing information about the bill may contact 
Assemblyman Brown’s office at 863-3113.

Workshop Wins Grant 


The San Francisco Per- 
forming Arts Workshop has 
been awarded a two-year grant 
of $100,000 by the Ford Foun- 
dation, spokesmen for the 
Foundation and the Workshop 
announced today. 


The Workshop, located at 
the Buchanan YMCA, 1530 Bu- 
chanan Street, San Francisco, 
has conducted adance-theater 
project for over 500 teenagers, 
children and adults in the Fill- 
more District since Novem- 
ber, 1965. It received its initial 
funding from the San Fran- 
cisco Economic Opportunity 
Council, but with the recent 
cutbacks in Federal anti-pov- 
erty appropriations, continued 
support was unavailable, 


The Workshop was the only 
cultural program funded by 
the EOC in San Francisco. 


The Ford’ grant was made 
outright and does not require 
matching funds although Foun- 
dation Secretary Joseph M. 
Daniel, Jr., stated that ‘‘we 
hope and expect. that it will 
serve to spur other founda- 
tions, the community, and in- 
dividuals to increase thier 
participation and support: in 
the future,’

“Jocation will provide 70% of 


the Workshop’s 1967-1968 
budget of $70,000, According 
to Workshop Director Gloria 
Unti, ‘‘the grant will keep us 
alive for the next two years, 
but we will need additional 
support from the community 
to carry out our full schedule 
of activities and meet the in- 
creasing demand from neigh- 
borhood teens for member- 
ship in the program.” 


“We are truly delighted,’’ 
she said, ‘‘that the Ford Foun- 
dation has recognized the im- 
portance of what the Workshop 
is doing.’’ 

Key to this recognition and 
the focal point of the PAW 
is the Teen Workshop, made 


up of some 40 Fillmore Dis- 
trict boys and girls between 
the ages of 14 and 19. In the 
past year they have developed 
into one of the city’s most 
unusual and creative perform- 
ing groups. 

Its unique quality stems 
from Miss Unti’s method of 
working with the teens and the 
extraordinary degree to which 
they are involved in the pro- 
gram. 


In every sense it is their 
Workshop with Miss Unti act- 
ing as organizer, teacher and 
catalyst. They govern’ their 
activities through a board of 
their ¢ 
own sketch and dance num- 
bers and audition prospective 
members. Recently, ‘they be- 
gan to attend the regular 
monthly meetings of the over- 
all PAW Board of Directors.

of performances twice a year 
at the Buchanan Y, and as 
time permits, in surrounding 
schools and colleges.

One day several months ago Officers Eugene Brown and 
Leroy Jones of the Police~-Community Relations Unit were 
chatting with Mr. Herman Warren, apersonal friend and owner - 
of the Half-Note Club on Divisadero St. The conversation 
turned to basketball, a favorite subject with Gene and Leroy, 
former USF stars, and the possibility of a game between the

celebrities well known to| Mr. Warren began totake form. All 
felt that there was enough talent and enthusiasm to make 
this game a real ‘‘fun’’ affair. : 

Then Officers Jones and Brown recalled that for five 
long years the Police-Community Relations Unit had espoused 
the idea of communication and understanding. They also 
remembered that during a.staff discussion someone had men- 
tioned, ‘‘Communication is not enough. We must take some 


positive actions in our program to show the people that the 
police really care about them and the community.” 

Here was a grand opportunity to translate communication 
into action that would benefit needy community organiza- 
tions and persons throughout the city. It was decided that the

The following day sport celebrities representing the 
San Francisco Warriors, the 49ers and Oakland Raiders were 
contacted and their agreement to participate in this worth- 
while cause was secured.

Community Relations record to date is 2-1 plus innumerable 
benefits they have already brought the community. 


Middle-Class Schools 


Wilson’ C, Riles, one of the State’s leading educators, 
described California schools as being ‘‘middle class ori- 
ented, with middle class curricula, taught by middle class 
_teachers.’’ The result is that poor children become quickly 
bewildered and too often fail under standards, culture and a 
society foreign to their own. 

‘*A child whose common experiences are hunger, ill- 
ness and the threat of eviction is not a child who is prepared 
to give attention to the reading, writing andarithmetic lesson 
on the blackboard,’’ Riles said. : 

In making a progress report on compensatory educa- 
tion in the State, he urged that special services are needed 
so that the disadvantaged child can progress at the same 
rate of achievement as the middle-class child. 

Presently, he feels that the problems of pupils leaving 
schools is due to education’s failure to succeed with the 
child, ‘‘in effect, the child has not dropped out; he has been 


pushed out.’

ment, the phone company put in for a $177 million dollar 
raise in rates. 

‘Soon after Spencer Williams was appointed as head of 
Social Welfare, there was a reduction in the California Medi- 

-eare Act. Seven service centers in the state were abolished 
and there was a decision not to appropriate $20 million dollars 
for hospital construction, which would have brought some 
$40 million dollars into the state from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

We have already mentioned the appointment of housing 
bias advocate to the Real Estate Commission, replacing a 
liberal who backed fair housing practices. 

To the directorship of the State Agricultural Commission 
is Allan Grant, who was a member of the National Right-to- 
Work Committee. Also by virtue of his office, Grant is a 
member of the Board of Regents. This is also a poor 
appointment in light of the growing need for farm labor union 


et _ organization in the state, now opposed by ronnie.

_ the Department of Employment, William Tolbert. He will be 
in charge of deciding whether or not to refer workers to

STATEMENT OF CONCERN 


Haight-Ashbury is a state of mindas well as a geographi- 
cal area. Almost accidentally, the area itself has become a 
focus of international attention because the neighborhood is 
to a degree unique inits cosmopolitan character, its congenial 
climate, its tolerance of diverse peoples and life styles. 

We who live here like our community, and we resent 
the gratuitous criticism of our community by San Francisco 
officials. 

Our Council is concerned with the health of the commun- 
ity, as it is with the health of all San Francisco. However, 
no responsible official has specifically documented the size 
or nature of the health problem in Haight-Ashbury as against 
the population as a whole. 

We are inclined to believe that some officials are 
creating an artificial problem in their personal and official 
reaction to a prediction that large numbers of visitors will 
be attracted to the area in the near future. We do believe 
that Dr. Sox and his Health Department should continue to 
do their job to the limit of their resources and with due 
respect to the rights of the people to pursue happiness with 
a minimum of governmental regulation or interference. 

We think i irresponsible of local officials to raise the 
spectre of bubonic plague or other pestilence on the strength 
of rumor alone, for it is by no means established that the 
health standards of the Haight-Ashbury are at variance with 
those of any other crowded urban area, here or elsewhere. 

We wou ae 
themselves to their duties and carry them out irrespective 
of their personal likes or dislikes or the life styles of the 
citizens. : 

We particularly resent the official position of law 
enforcement agencies, as announced by Chief Cahill, that the 
hippies are not an asset to the community. The chief has not 
distinguished among the many kinds of citizens who comprise 
the hippy culture, nor has the Mayor, nor has the Health 
Department. 

By far, the residents of the Haight-Ashbury, both hippies 
and non-hippies, are reasonably law-abiding and responsible 


citizens. 


To attempt to restrict the movement of citizens on the 
mere suspicion that they might not be law-abiding is un- 
constitutional, 

War against a class of citizens, regardless of how they 
dress or choose to live, within the latitude of the law, is 
intolerable in a free society. We remember the regrettable 
history of officially condoned crusades against the Chinese 
population of San Francisco whose life style did not meet 
with the approval of the established community and whose 
lives and property were objects of terrorism and persecution. 

Harrassment of our community, however well-intentioned, 
is likewise intolerable. Local police have been instrumental 
in creating problems where none existed, They have con- 
tributed as much as any group toward making the area attrac- 
tive to the curious. 

NOW THAT OUR COMMUNITY IS A TOURIST ATTRAC- 
TION, WE WOULD REQUEST THAT THE AREA BE SERVICED 
BY THE CONVENTION & TOURIST BUREAU USING AVAIL- 
ABLE HOTEL TAX REVENUES, 

We would request that such additional public facilities 
as may be required by, the increasing number of visitors 
be provided by the appropriate public agencies, 

WHAT WE WHO LIVE HERE SEE HAPPENING IS THAT 
THE AREA IS BEING SINGLED OUT FOR SELECTIVE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT, not because the area is in particular need 
of such attention, but because public officials or others object 


simply to a new life style which is implicitly critical of the 


hypocrisies of the dominant culture. 

Many of the criticisms directed at the hippies might be 
more appropriately directed toward the landlords who are 
derelict in their responsibilities to see to it that their rental 
units comply with the housing and health codes of the city. 

Other criticisms should properly be directed to those 
agencies of public maintenance who have neglected to provide 
litter and street cleaning facilities proportionate to the 
number of permanent residents and visitors to the area.

Club Bias 


Reportedly, there are private social, civic, and ath- 
letic clubs in the City of San Francisco which periodically 
bar membership on racial, religious*, and ethnic grounds, 
This matter of common knowledge is buttressed by at least 
one university study, and by the by-laws admission of at 
least one of the clubs, 

There is no law against such exclusionary practices, 
and the Human Rights Commission has no desire to propose 
such a law. 

This is not to say that the Commission, in its man- 
dated capacity, is not disturbed by the existence of these 
private patterns of prejudice. The relationship between social 
discrimination and more violent forms of discrimination 
eannot be overlooked, When segments of a community’s 
leadership stamp some group - without reference to its 
range of individual merit - as innately inferior and unde- 
sirable, they feed and perpetuate those attitudes in the 
general community which become translated into job dis- 
crimination, housing discrimination, and racial violence. 
This social sickness is indivisible and the responsibility for 
it is indivisible, 

The Human Rights Commission has a mandate to deal 
with private prejudices insofar as they directly impinge on 
the public life of the city. There is one area in which the 
Commission feels that any exclusionary policy of a private 
club would so impinge. 

The clearly stated public policy of the City and County 
of San Francisco is that racial, religious, and ethnic dis~ 
crimination is abhorrent to it and destructive of its health 
and welfare, The use of San Francisco’s public property 
and facilities by private social, civic, and athletic assoc- 
iations which so discriminate would therefore seem to be 
intolerable, These public properties are supported by the 
taxes of San Francisco citizens of every racial, religious, 
and ethnic background, 

This is not the burning issue on the city’s human rights 
agenda, but neither is it as small a matter as it is usually 
considered, and at this time it is a highly publicized issue 
in the city and a source of some intergroup tension, It is, 
therefore, recommended that the Commission support the 
principle of denying public privileges and the use of public 
property to associations with at least stated discrimination 
policies; and that the Commission accept the responsibility 
af ee a proper and legal implementation of this princ- 


* This Statement does not apply, of course, to bona fide 
religious associations with respect to religious criteria for 
membership, 


In magnifying the problems attendant upon diverse urban 
populations, permanent or transient, public officials have 
yielded to fear and have helped create panic where none 
existed. Hippy culture is a native development, a product 
in part of the alienation that the young feel when the society 
has. not made sufficient efforts to accommodate them. 
Persecution, harrassment, and police crack-down can only 
further divide a community that has made a great effort to 
integrate its diverse populations and accommodate to what 
its citizens regard as the good life. 

We welcome the cooperative efforts of city bureaus, 
the Chamber of Commerce and others who respect the 
Haight-Ashbury community as it is or appreciate its unique 
character. But we repeat that because Haight-Ashbury is a 
state of mind, it is a natural focus of international attention, 
and we will resist any efforts by city officials or others to 
persecute or brutalize citizens in the mere act of being 
themselves.

The US Got No Business In Vietnam” 


Editor’s note: The author of this article spent the summer 
of 1966 living in a housing project in the Hunters Point area 
doing criminological research, She is an NIMH Fellow 
and will receive a Masters of Criminology March 1967, 


It has just been released to the American public that 
there is a high ratio of Negro GI’s serving and dying in com- 
bat in Vietnam today. And the reenlishment rate for Negroes 
is almost three times higher than it is for Whites. These 
Pentagon statistics on Negro casualties until now have not 
appeared in public print. But it is a well known fact that the- 
Americans have built and are building their comfort and 
ease on the shoulders of the black man, Recall the Negro 
GI from Alabama who died in Vietnam last spring who could 
not even be buried in the cemetary in his hometown because 
of his color. The black youth of Hunters Point know this 
scene well, : 

Why- is there such a high percentage of Negroes from 
Hunters Point serving the armed forces in Vietnam? Jobs 
are hard to come by in a poverty striken area, and the 
service offers you a job with decent pay and avenues for 
advancement not ordinarily accessible to Negroes in White 
America, Food, clothing and shelter are assured, Most of the 
males [ interviewed were in the ambiguous position of 
having relatives and friends in Vietnam but were not there 
themselves either due to their arrest record or failure to 
meet the physical and mental requirements, 

The majority of black youth interviewed, expressed 
strong feelings against the Vietnam war and further stated 
that they would not participate in such an ‘evil and un- 
necessary war.’? AS one eighteen year old put it, ‘‘I hope 
it just stops, cause [’m not comin’...more vehemently he 
continued, ‘I’m not going into no army, They could take 
me in front of the firing squad. 'm not going into the army,’ 
Another youth stated that “if Uncle Sam calls me, I go to 
jail, you know.’’ And if they are drafted and do not cooperate, 
the example of Stokeley Carmeichal is instructive, 

There does not seem to be a movement of black draft- 
dodgers to Canada or another refuge as among white middle 
class student types. But there is a substantial amount of 
Negroes who deliberately ‘‘fuck up’? the mental exam to get 
out of the service. A youth of nineteen years who received 
his draft notice took this course of ‘‘messing up’ his 


mental exam, He argues that the United States is destroying 
the traditions of the Vietnamese people. (I might add that 
he never had any college Anthropology course.) Noble 
didn’t want any part in the war because: 


...it ain’t none of our concern. If a person 
wants to keep with his tradition, families that 
came down from generation to generation, 
it should be that way and the United States 
shouldn’t try to change ’em. They have a right 
to follow their own tradition, see. 


These black youth are more alienated from the American 
society than the white liberal or radical, Recently this 
feeling of alienation expressed itself in the form of a street 
rebellion in Hunters Point in the late summer of 1966, 
When I was registering voters for the November election, 
I asked one youth who had just turned twenty-one if he 
wanted to sign up. He turned to me angrily and retorted, 
‘‘Why should I register, I’mnot votin’. Iain’t got no country!’ 

A black youth of sixteen years old eloquently makes a 
case for the self-determination of the Vietnamese people. 


Well, I feel like, why are the Americans 
going to Vietnam? Vietnam is not in the United 
States. Why do they want to go bother with 
these people? Them people, let them run Viet- 
nam the way they want to. Our boys over there, 
they don’t need to get killed, but the people 
who’s sending them there need to get killed, 
the President or whoever. Because that’s Viet- 
nam. You can’t send no Americans over there 
to take over that country. Pd fight till I died 
too, if I was a Vietnamese, cause if I live in 
this room and you live in that room, I can’t 
tell you when to clean up your house. That’s 
your house, you dO what you want to with it.... 
People ain’t got no business over there trying 
to kill the Vietnamese. 


The biblical logic of this statement is devastatingly 
clear, Larry mentioned that the songs about American 
soldiers in Vietnam, eg. “He'll be back with a victory in

Universal Military Training Act.’’ If found guilty, they could 
be imprisioned up to five years and fined $10,000 each. if 
the black youth of this country unite together against the 
draft and the Vietnam war, there is no doubt that it will have 
a profound effect upon the morale of the American people. 
The rebellious acts of black youth. we can expect to be 


-continually put down by brutal hand of the government, And

ACTION & HONESTY 


If the majority of Community Action Programs throughout’ 
the ‘Great Society’ are participating in the so-called bold 
step to end poverty, and so forth, and so forth, it’s news to us. 

With a few exceptions, the principle thrust of the Anti- 
Poverty program has been for most of the poor the experience 
of a rather grating society. This most deliberate failure on 
the part of most Community Action programs is not just the 
result of not letting the poor participate or ‘political 
pornography’. But rather the lack of honest and forthright 
action on the part of those responsible for implementing 
policy, direction and programs, 2 

From the top down to local directors and organizers 
there has been a lack of real daring, imagination and willing- 
ness to carry through to reality the dream of ending poverty 
and affecting the poor. 

One failure is the neurotic necessity to keep one eye on 
Washington, and the other symbols of establishment responsible 
for their existence, consequently they can only half-way see 
the needs of the poor, let alone have time to listen to them. 
Besides this, their index finger is always on the panic button 
of personal security, for fear their own position is at threat. 
These are often the same persons who coldly make their way up 
the ladder of security until they reach a bureaucratic posi- 
tion which offers the least possible challenge to their small 
imaginations. 

On the other hand, there is the person who may claim 
certain qualifications for working in Anti-Poverty programs, 
but as it soon becomes obvious, he is not really any good. 
This is partly a result of sentimentality on the part of society 
today in putting too much value on so-called credentials. The 
true nature of working in the ghetto is therefore foreign to 
them. But, what is most tragic is their own, and other re- 
sponsible people’s unwillingness to admit their shortcomings. 

Inherent in any Community Action program that is going 
to have real meaning and significance for-the people of the 
ghetto; are certain risks. Therefore such a program should 
be taken with bold steps without the fear of reprisals. The 
fact that if the program is completely or any way near suc- 
cessful, most of the insecurity would then work itself out of 
existence, seems to have never occurred to anybody. . 

Let us face it! To fight poverty and the ghetto is to fight 
certain establishments, certain people in high places, and many 
more in between. To merely join in the evil ways of a system 
will in no way cure the system, but only add to the number of 
featherbedders. And never can risks be avoided at the expense 


of the people to be served, because of imminent personal: 


threat to oneself. Once a person decides to take up the 
cause of fighting in the front line of the battle for full human 
rights, and human relations, he has taken on a unique re- 
sponsibility which he cannot under any circumstances, or should 
not back away from. 

True that those engaged in the war on poverty are ina 
unique position to mediate with the establishment and if hon- 
estly qualified, even speak for the poor. But, such a semi- 
official status is not a license for abusing this unique place 
in social history to either fight ‘down town’ out of sheer hate, 
or become a demagogue to those one really works for, the 


poor, 


No ‘Pandora’s Box’! 


The recent recommendations for John Muir, a Filmore 
District School, setup by the School Board have been termed 
as opening a ‘‘Pandora’s Box’ by some. Nothing could be 
further from the truth, At best such initial positive action 
by a board not famous for giving minority citizens any break 
can be termed as a beginning, Not much of a beginning, bit 
we hope one that will stimulate a small revolution in the public 
schools of the City. 


We notice that some improvements included in John Muir 
are smaller class size, afull-time librarian, nurse and home- 
school-community teacher, three additional teachers, plus 
a set of classes for retarded and educationally handicapped, 
Why, we ask haven’t such items always been an integral part 
of that school? To this some board members and others 
have the audacity to complain that such improvements will 
spread for demands elsewhere, hence the ‘‘Pandora’s Box’’ 
cry. 


In all such cases, if any improvements generate demands 
for more JUSTIFIED improvements and changes elsewhere, 
by all means, by all means! 


Furthermore, we applaude the present ‘‘agitation’’ and ask 
why there is not more elsewhere, Whatever protest it takes 
to improve the conditions of our schools should be carried 
out if it means that for once in the city of San Francisco’s 
public school history that black children and other minorities

(Editor’s Note: This is the third and concluding installment 
of Mr. Anthony’s articles ‘On Kane and His Friends’.) 


As I have said, the Housing Authority has refused to 
deal with the problems of basic concern. Because of this 
refusal to deal with the basic problems, the Kane administra- 
tion began to run into trouble only four (4) months after he had 
taken over as the boss of public housing. 

The Hunter’s Point Tenant Union descended on a meeting 
of the Housing Commissioners, and refused to let the Com- 
missioners leave the meeting room until they had been given 


a chance to read a list of their complaints against Housing. 


Promises were made. The promises have been broken. 
The Potrero Hill tenant groups went downtown to see Kane 
and his administration, about doing something about the de- 


plorable housing conditions, Promises were made. The 


promises have been broken. 

In March, 1966, the Housing Authority attempted to 
evict a black tenant for being behind in his rent payments. 
The Hunters Point tenants, and poverty program workers, 


organized and staged a sit-in, and refused to let the Housing. 


Authority and Sheriff department evict this tenant. This was 
one of the signs, that the tenants were tired of Housing’s 
high-handed approach, and that they intended to do something 
about it. 

A few months later, the Housing Authority attempted to 
evict a family on Potrero Hill. The community organized, 
and stopped the Housing Authority and Sheriff department 
from making the eviction. They were showing the Housing 
Authority that the high-handed, oppressive methods had to 
be stopped. 

Because of the coverage that television, radio, and the 
newspapers gave to these incidents, the Housing Authority 


started a move to smooth over this potentially explosive. 


situation. It was stressed by Housing officials that the rent 
must be paid, and that the Housing Authority had the right to 
evict tenants who did not pay their rent. 

There is one thing that we must not forget. With every 
right there is a correlative duty. If the Housing Authority 
has the right to collect rent, then it must also have the duty 
to provide clean, decent, sanitary housing. The Housing Auth- 
ority has not fulfilled its duty--therefore the tenants of 
STC feel that the Housing Authority is not legally entitled 
to its right to collect the rents. That is the why of the rent 
strike. 

When the Housing Authority started this move to smooth 
over the problems of the tenants, they found that the tenants 
were in no mood to be pacified. Kane organized a city-wide 
organization of tenant groups, and calleda meeting. His intent 
was for this group to be a puppet. To be unable to act unless 
the power structure sanctioned its every move, At the 
meeting, the grassroots leaders of the tenant unions showed 
that they refused to be puppets. There were no more meetings. 

The tenants of the projects city-wide decided that they 
should form an: organization, that would speak exclusively 
to the needs of tenants in public housing in San Francisco. 
This organization was to define to the power structure what 
the basic problems of housing are. This is an important 
concept to understand--the organization of tenants to define 
their own problems. This goes to the basis of the struggle 
between Housing and the tenants. It takes this struggle out 
that sanctions safe zone, and presents it in stark reality. 
The Housing Authority must come to grips with the prob- 
lems, as the tenants see them, and not as the Housing Auth- 
ority sees them. 

Why did the tenants of STIC call the November 1 rent 
strike, which is still in progress? STIC felt that the Housing 
Authority had a duty to fulfill. They were not fulfilling this 
duty, and therefore they had no right to rent. By applying 
economic pressure, which is the only real pressure which 
can be applied, we will force the Housing Authority to come 
to grips with their problem. 

What is the panacea? Look to who runs the show. It is 
run by the Housing Authority, not the tenants. The solution 
is not in painting a few apartments, or killing a few roaches, 
or rats. These things are the effects. The cause of tenant

Dear Sir: 

Due to incomplete reporting in your February 22 news 
story, the account of our Agency’s meeting on February 21st 
unfortunately conveyed an erroneous impression to the resi- 
dents of the Bay View - Hunters Point Community. After 
months of patient, collaborative work by the representatives 
of that community and our Agency, the former felt that on the 
basis of your story the Agency had abandoned a commitment 
made to serve households with good housing in accordance 
with their income. 

Your account read ‘‘Redevelopment plans do not include 
any low-cost housing or any public housing. There will be 
2,300 units of moderate-priced housing with rents in excess 
of $100 a month. . .”? The official minutes of the meeting, in 
quoting my remarks say ‘‘He indicated that the construction 
of 2,300 units of moderate-priced private housing was antic- 
ipated and that the Redevelopment Agency has encouraged HUD 
and the Federal Housing Administration to utilize rent sup- 
plements and rent subsidies in the Hunters Point Area.’’ 

The Hunters Point-Bay View Joint Housing Committee, 
with whom we have been working collaboratively to develop 
plans for the new housing, joins us in a firm determina- 
tion to do everything possible to reduce rents. We intend to 
see to it that individuals and families wishing to remain in the 
community have decent housing at prices within their income. 

The Redevelopment Agency does not build houses. We 
make land available at below-market value. We insist that 
housing built there is of good design and quality. We will not 
approve plans for cheaply constructed housing units. 

Our stand on public housing reflects the wishes of the 
Hunters Point-Bay View Joint Housing Committee. More public 


housing is not contemplated because over 1,000 units of 


permenent public housing have already been built at Hunters 
Point and will remain there. 

These units and the 2,300 moderate priced apartments, 
assisted by rent supplements and subsidies, willbe neighbors 
of 700 higher rent apartments. Taken all together, this will 
create a range of housing choices for many different income 
levels. 

To us moderate-priced housing means well built apart- 
ments instead of cheap construction. It alsomust include rent 
aids so that people with limited incomes can afford to live 
in them.

Dear Editor: 

The Chronicle news story -- ‘‘A Housing Survey in 
Ridgepoint”? on 2/22/67, is said to have misquoted Justin 
Herman, Director of the San Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency. The misquoted article has seriously distressed the 
community and confused the ‘residents in the area to be 
redeveloped. 

On Wednesday night, March ist, at a community meeting 
in the Bayview Community Center, a Redevelopment Agency, 
staff member told the group that Justin Herman said he had 
been misquoted by the Chronicle. The following day, Justin 
Herman told a resident that he would appear at a meeting 
soon next week to explain. 

Several residents in the redevelopment area have begun 
to move because they will not be able to afford housing 
after the area is redeveloped, according to the prices quoted 
by the Chronicle article. This is the most serious conse- 
quence of the article. In addition, the feeling of panic among 
the residents will begin to increase, forcing people from their 
homes prematurely. i 

Previously, the Redevelopment Agency had promised 
that every available city and Federal resource would be used 
to get low-cost housing; that jobs would be available to resi- 
dents and to all those people presently living in Hunters 
Point who desire to remain there after the area is rede- 
veoloped. Therefore, it is very important that the seemingly 
misquoted article be corrected for the people of Hunters Point 
and the people of San Francisco.

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LETTERS TO EDITOR: Dilemma of Opportunity by percy moore. 


(Editor’s Note: The following is based on an address by 
Mr. Moore, Exec. Dir. of the -SF Council for Civic Unity 
during the opening of Negro History Week.) 


Black people have lived within the UnitedStates for many 
generations and they have shared time and space with a 
variety of white national groups, orientals, and Indians. 

Large numbers of black people--men, women and chil- 
dren--were imported into the English, French, Spanish and 
Portugese colonies to serve a variety of utilitarian purposes 
related primarily to agricultural activities. As you will re- 
call, the ownership of land was a primary measure of a man’s 
worth in the agrarian and individualist society of our early 
American History. 

The ownership of land in the new world became a key 
factor in the economic and political development of the entire 
country and in its system of social relationships. Status, 
power, prestige, citizenship rights all were tied to the owner- 
ship of property. 

ENSLAVEMENT FOR PROFIT 

For reasons of timing, topography and climate the 
southland with fewer settlers did not experience the same 
drive on the part of its more homogeneous white population 
so that many large parcels of land remained intact and un- 
worked and, therefore, nén-productive. The issue which con- 
fronted the large southern land holder in simple terms was 
how to make a profit on his investment. The importation and 
enslavement of individual black people was one economic 
response. 

Black people were available at reasonable cost; they 
were accessible; they were inured to a somewhat similar 
physical setting; they were black, which made them identi- 
fiable, and many had agrarian experience or other skills. 
The only problem was that black people were human, which 
was, of course, solved with typical American ingenuity, 
even at that early state in our history, through the 
myth of racial superiority. And the enslavement of the total 
group began. America succeeded in detaching slavery from 
the person--the individual--and attached it indiscriminately 
to a total group whose color was non-white. 

Black people were denied, by law and custom, the oppor- 
tunity to participate in the distribution and accumulation of 
land upon which much. of the later wealth and power of this 
nation was based. The forced labor of black people became 
the primary tool for the development and exploitation of

To achieve greater discussion and dialogue of the con- 
cepts of the Civil (Human) Rights Movement, Itake the liberty 
of replying by open letter to yours of February 16, 1967. 

You state that since 1909, the NAACP was guided by the 
fundamental principle of the objective of getting for the 
American Negro the full participation, without discrimination, 
in every phase of American life. 

While no one will deny the achievements of the NAACP 
in the last 58 years, the RATE of these achievements seems 
to prove that it will take another 58 years (and maybe yet 
another) to get to the objective of full and EQUAL participa- 
tion in all phases of American life. 

And in the meantime? How. many Negro lives are to go 


on being corroded by the indecency and indignity of being 


considered and treated as a second class human??? 

Living as we do in an age of great speed in everything 
from getting rid of a headache FAST FAST FAST to getting 
to the moon in a hurry, how can anyone ask the Negro people, 
-and most especially the YOUNG Negro people, to be satisfied 
with the snail’s pace of your organization? 

This, sir, is the real meaning of Black Power. Not as 
you insist “‘going it alone”, not as ‘‘anti-white’”, not as 
‘separatism’, but a way, a method, to help the American 
Negro to the full realization of his worth, his ability to be a 
full and EQUAL participant in the political, economic, edu- 
cational and every other phase of American life. 

As for your fear of violence, of anti-vigilantism--Did 
the magnificent non-violence of the sit-ins, the marches, 
the pray-ins, etc. stop the hidious violence of the marbel- 
hearted, klan-minded barbarians? Need I remind you of all 
people, of Birmingham, Selma, Mississippi, of Medgar 
Evers? These bigots have apathological need to feel superior, 
the better to exploit for profit any one with a different color 
skin, 

Your almost vehement insistance that Black Power has 
to mean ‘‘going it alone’’, has to mean ‘‘anti-white’”’, has to 
mean “‘separatism’’ seems to show that your real fear is of 
the powerful determination of the Negro people, most espe- 
cially the YOUNG Negro people, to put and end NOW and for 
all time to the indignity of second class human status. 

Therefore whatever financial support I am able to give 
will go to those in the Civil Rights Movement who are no 
longer content with a snail’s pace of getting to the goal,

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previously non-productive or less productive land. Production 
through the use of slaves was competitive with the labor of 
free farmers and free labor, and therefore, aconstant threat. 

At times, I feel that we fail to adequately understand 
all the processes which were involved in the development of 
a virgin land into a productive and profitable enterprise. 
Our mental image of slavery, perverted as it is by the need 
to keep the historical image of the black slave as inferior, 
narrows the functions of the slave to handling tobacco, 
indigo and rice and later, cotton or serving the master, and

_- LITTLE DIFFERENCE. 

As a matter of fact, there is little presumptive evidence 
of significant and substantial differences between the eco- 
nomic roles of slaves and many non-slaves--both groups 
were largely illiterate, both were denied the ownership of 
land, both were extremely impoverished and both performed 
similar kinds of work. The primary and distinct advantage 
of the white non-slave was mobility. The non-slave. could 
always pack up his family and seek his fortune somewhere 
else if he could first free himself of debt,.which virtually 
enslaved him. ie 
NORTHERN SCENE 

Armed with the power of the ballot, the northern im- 
poverished white non-slave attacked those forces which con- 
demned him and his family to virtual economic enslavement 
on .the same level as that of the black slave. Aided and 
abbetted by the moral fires of the abolitionists, groups of 
workers and farmers began the process of shifting coalitions 
and alliances within the political structure, aimed in part, 
at the elimination of black slavery. They did not all agree 
that slavery was evil, per se; they just wanted to get rid of 
it. The importation of black slaves was curtailed. Agitators 
were dispatched into the south to encourage slave rebellions 
and escapes; laws were enacted innorthernstates to handicap 
the capture of escaped slaves and their return. At the same - 
time, black citizens were targets of exclusion from parti- 
cipation in the. political and economic activities of Northern 
States. Slavery had become a historical millstone around the 
necks of ALL BLACK PEOPLE, free or not; as

Lincoln proclaimed freedom to the black slaves January 1, 
1863. Whether the proclamation actually freed the slaves is 
irrelevant, for his proclamation did much more--it eliminated 
from our nation the slave enterprise system which not only 
enslaved black. people, but also. threatened the economic 
survival and security of non-slave white people and guaran- 
teed their continued existence in poverty and deprivation. 

The problem which was created; however, was one for 
which no plan had been developed. Here were a mass of men, 
women and children--almost 4 million in 1860--about half the 
population of the south--all sizes, shapes and colors and with 
a range of skills and experience, suddenly thrown into the 
non-slave market, 

In terms of the black slave, the elimination of the-slave 
enterprise system was a complete social revolution. It 
stripped away every institutional prop which for generations 
had provided content, meaning and security for the masses 
of black people. ; . 

Conflicts between black and white, now equally free, 
developed around the old issue of landownership. Union army 
veterans had been promised title to 40 acres of land and 
many ex-slaves had enlisted in the Union army to serve in 
SEGREGATED units. There were however, many economic 
interests who opposed the policy of breaking up the profitable 
large land holdings into a pattern of small self-sufficient 
family farms, whether owned by black or white farmers. 
They had power, influence and money. Within a few short 
years, black people and, to a lesser degree, poor whites, 
had lost whatever opportunity they might have had to acquire 


land,

The problem is that the Mayor has never had the support 
of the other city departments for the demonstration cities 
proposal. There isn’t a single agency in the city that stated 
that it can support the demonstration cities program under 
existing city charter regulations, For example, the City 
Controller said, ‘I could not delegate my financial responsi- 
bility to that agency, I would have to administer according 
to existing laws and charter.’? The Department of Public 
Works said, ‘‘my statements concur with Mr. Cooper’s 
(Controller), My powers and duties cannot be usurped 
unless there is a change in the city charter.’?

The San Francisco agency that answers citizens problems 
with a bulldozer was put ina peculiarly contradictory position, 
Justin Herman appeared to support the use of federal 
monies and citizen participation--as a rubber stamp, The 
glib director of the Redevelopment Agency, in his usual 
arrogant delivery, ~deceitfully and subtly stated, «among 
the city agencies: we have had successful participation. of 
citizens, There is in your government the capacity to pull 
things together. Nothing will happen unless the supervisors 
receive a signal of what the bulk of the citizens want, The 
issue is not one of involvement. Neighborhoods are asking 
for certain things, They feel: that they are entitled to them, 
What we want cost: money; you are not likely to get big 
money out of cities for programs, The state isn’t going 
to get it, The federal government is the only place to go, 
You are going to have to play the federal way if you want 
that money, You can’t. frustrate your government or neutralize 
it and expect it to get maximum benefits from it,” Herman 
speaks from his’ snow job in-Hunters Point and his rebuff 
in the Mission district, What’ he ought: to. know is that his 
experience in Hunters Point is incomplete,

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development of a series of st laws and.customs which effectively 
prescribed the place in the economic and social order to be 
occupied by black people.as a. group. Black people, by and 
large landless, jobless, and homeless, were placed on the 
discard heap -of this society simply because masses of white 
people trapped in a history. of poverty themselves could con- 
-eeive of no other acceptable ‘realistic: economic alternative 

in. terms of their own self-interest. The prevalent myths of 
white supremacy. simplified the process. 

In the developing industrial economy of the North, simi- 
lar patterns of racial exclusion had developed, although:a bit 
more difficult. to trace. The enterprise system during the 
colonial period was based primarily upon small family busi- 
ness in which productive skills and techniques were closely 
guarded, The inheritance which the skilled working man 
passed on to his son was his skill, his knowledge of the craft 
and the assurance that the son would have access to an oppor- 
tunity to work. This system was protected by an elaborate 
network of guilds and lodges. The purpose of the system was 
to limit access to opportunity and, therefore, competition. 

With the introduction and spread of the factory system 
in which production could be managed efficiently and profitably 
with semi-skilled and unskilled operatives, many traditional 
skills and crafts were fragmented and downgraded with the 
result that living standards were threatened. At that time 
and for many years, it was both illegal and immoral for 
working people to attempt any kind of collective activity 
which in any way disturbed the capriciousness of the various 
markets--enterprise had to be absolutely free to work even 
if it condemned millions of people to poverty and insecurity. 

Given this kind of social orientation and function, organ- 
izations of working people tended to be nationalist or ethnic, 
exclusive and discriminatory, Given the status of black 
people as a collective group in the overall. social setting, 


they became a prime target for exclusion from participation - 
in these organizations which were.the forerunners of the 
modern trade unions and the foundation for a growing middle

When we look at and evaluate the social setting in which 
an increasing number and percentage of black people are 
born, live and die in this our own time, there is a genuine 
cause for concern. We see dilapidated and inadequate housing 
providing shelter for increasing numbers of people; we see 
the land which has supported housing for low income families, 
and particularly black ones, bought with public funds and re- 
assigned to housing for families with higher incomes; we see 
an increasing number of children spun off from the educa- 
tional system unprepared for meaningful assimilation into the 
economy; we see increasing numbers of families, largely 
headed by a female, dependent upon public welfare for eco- 
nomic security; we see increasing numbers of young people 
who see no alternative but to take to the streets in acts of 
civil disobedience and revolution. 

Although we often hear and read otherwise, black people 
have more in common than skin color. These are historical, 
economic and social interdependencies. Such wealth, status 
and power as there are among black people are built and sus- 
tained primarily upon a base of black purchasing and con- 
sumer power. Whether for better or worse, black people are 
a community of interests and not just an agglomeration of 
people trying to be white or middle-class or any other single 
thing. Black people can and must have differing needs and 
aspirations as members of a community of interests but 
over-riding all the differences is the plain sociological fact 
of need for each other. As long as the society of which we 
are part views us as a people rather than as persons, as 
somehow deficient and inferior, we have many common prob- 
lems, which demand a common defense. Let us make no 
mistake about it--the fight around the issue of open housing 
and the Rumford Act should be ample evidence that this soci- 
ety is perfectly capable of reducing black people as a group 
to non-citizens, : 

The ‘kinds of civil rights issues around which black 
people and their allies have organized and pressured over 
the past few years have dealt basically with the individual 
and his personal capacity to win acceptance within the social 
order, Seldom have we dared to challenge the order itself, 
This emphasis has moved some black individuals over the 
margin and into the system at a level at which they are 
compensated more adequately for their contributions. But, 
the combined. strength of the civil rights movement and its 
militancy did not crack the jurisdictional barriers nor over- 


-come the handicaps which, for example; deny access to the 
_ building ‘trades, the metal trades, the printing trades--the 
- basi¢ occupational groupings within the blue collar local labor 
_ market--nor more than dent the white collar market which 


is expanding. 


A revolution or major social reformation cannot be waged ; 


nor won with press releases; nor can the basic economic 
problems of black people be solved solely through picket 
lines and demonstrations which have as their central purpose 
the satisfaction of the needs of individual black people while 
ignoring the ever growing backlog of dominant social needs 
which breed inequalities from birth. What the black community 
requires is some structured form of community organiza- 
tion which can address itself to the full range of local com- 


munity -needs, develop priorities. and- ‘programs; and «then: >

develop alliances and coalitions and action strategies with 
other groups. The reason for alliances and coalitions is that 
many of the basic economic problems which confront the 
masses of black people involve more of class than they do 
of race. In spite of individual accomplishments, black people 
as a group face the prospect of becoming an economic sub- 
class which is self-perpetuating. 
URBAN CRISIS 
The social needs of black people are great because they 
have as a people been arbitrarily and historically excluded 
from much of the competition for the limited rewards the 
society offers. Their exclusion has, on the one hand, produced 
a massive backlog of handicaps, which only massive public 
investment can eliminate and, on the other hand, produced 
numerous jurisdictions of opportunity to which present access 
is either denied or limited because they are occupied by 
other groups. The operation of these general principles, com- 
bined with underlying racial attitudes, the rapid rate of urban- 
ization of black people and the flight of middle-class whites 
to the suburbs, have generated a crisis to urban affairs. 
The crisis can be symbolized here in San Francisco. 
Thousands of white affluent suburbanites and tourists flow in 
and out of the city each working day enriching the business 
community in a variety of ways, but paying local taxes in 
some other jurisdiction; thousands of San Franciscans, non- 
white or Spanish- Americans are increasingly driven to public 
welfare by lack of opportunity or encrusted handicaps and 
struggle to pay higher local taxes for services to themselves 
and their children in partnership with the declining more 
affluent neighbors still in the city. Resistance to public 
services grows even among those needing them, simply be- 
cause the cost becomes prohibitive. It is like telling the man 
without boots to pull himself up by his-boot-straps. The 
net effect is that the oncoming generation bears increased 
handicaps arising out of the impoverishment of. essential 
local public services. Black people must be organized to 
compete effectively for an increased share of the public dollar. 
BLACK PEOPLE ARE.NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR POVERTY 
The economic system and the archaic plitical struc- 


_ tures are responsible for poverty.- It is the responsibility 


of the black community, through its organizational base and 
with such allies as it can win, to challenge the operation of 
the system itself and not just white people individually and 
generally if we are to effectively mobilize our public and 
private resources to eliminate the marginal value of people. 
who happen to be increasingly black. 

_ I would close with one line from a song by Oscar Brown, . 
Jr., which seems to sum up very clearly where we are, at 
least in terms of frustration: ‘‘Give Me My LORY Acres and 
My. Mule.’’ 

If we believe the billboards scattered across the state, 
we are now living in ‘‘For country’’--and we as.a group are 
still looking for individual rewards of land and mules. The 
economy of scarcity has become an economy of abundance. 
If we, as a black community, do not soon get together for 
power in the interest of the community, we will hear how 
we, as a people, were excluded from the distribution of the 
abundance black builders and workers helped create.

While the ‘mother was out of the room changing her 
clothes. one officer grabbed Ronald and pulled him out of the 
house. Ronald yelled. Then as the mother watched from her 
upper window she saw one of the officers hit Ronald on the 
side of his head several times while the other officer held 
him by his arms. 

As the startled mother began to cry and scream she 
attracted the attention of a neighbor who also witnessed the 
alleged brutality. 

As they dragged Ronald along the walkway and into the 
police car the mother was screaming after them, ‘‘Don’t 
beat him up, officers; don’t beat him! If you’re going to take 
him down, take him, but don’t beat him!’ 

They ignored the mother’s pleading and their previous 
promise to let her accompany them to the station, As they 
drove away the mother was left standing in the street. 

CALLS AND ANXIETY 
Worried about her son, the mother phoned the station 


six or seven times. But the answer was that Ronald had 


not come into the station, there was no record. The same

According to her, ‘‘He seemed to be dizzy, so I asked 
him what was wrong.’’ ; 

‘*My head is bothering me,’’ he answered. 

She then asked what the police did to him after he was 
taken from the house. He didn’t know, but vaguely remembered 
that the.police had hit him with some long oblect that might 
have been a flashlight. To the best of his memory, he recalls 
that the police car drove up some kind of a hill after leav- 
ing home. He concluded that he could remember little after 
that.

There are many educational problems in Hunters Point, 
Almost one student in ten enrolled in Hunters Point Schools 
drop out each year, Seventy-three percent of the population 
have less than a high school education and thirty-one per- 
cent have less than a grade school education, In addition, 
many residents lack the technical skills needed to get de- 
cent jobs and those who are able to begin advanced education 
often lack money and other supports needed to complete 
school, 

COMMITTEE GOALS 

To solve some of these problems the Committee aims 
to help by: a) Developing projects to inspire and motivate 
youth and adults; b) Maintaining a scholarship; c) Developing 
a project to help residents develop study habits and others 
which are conducive to learning and completing school; 
d) Providing information on colleges and careers and in- 
vestigate and assist schools and colleges to adapt new 
policies in selecting and admitting students from minority 
backgrounds; and e) Developing other projects to further 
the aims of quality education in Hunters Point,

I hear when you go to Planned Parenthood you have to have 
a pelvic! Now, whatever is apelvic and why must I have it and 
why is everybody always talking about it!

Dear Bothered, 

e: Before I finish answering your letter ’m sure you will 
wish to sign yourself ‘‘Thankful’’ instead of “Bothered’’. I 
am going to tell you how you will benefit from a pelvic, and 
if women realized the advantages to themselves from this 
simple procedure, they would be grateful that Planned 
Parenthood insists on this protection. 

The pelvic is a short name for the pelvic examination 

the doctor makes when he examines the lower part of 

body, the female organs. It takes only a few minutes. 
The doctor can look at the vagina with an instrument called a 
speculum, and can also see the opening (which is called the 
cervix) into the uterus. The uterus and the ovaries cannot 
be seen, but the doctor can feel their size and shape to know 
if everything is all right inside you. 

: The reason for having such an examination at Planned 
Parenthood is because it helps the doctor to determine 
what method of birth control is best for you. For instance, 
he must be sure before giving you the pills that you do not 
have certain diseases of the female organs. It is a great 
safety measure for you. Such an examination helps the doctor 


discover if any infection is present, a simple one, or some- 


*thing serious like Gonorrhea. 

The most common type of cancer in women is cancer of 
the cervix, which can readily be detected by the ‘‘Pap’’ test 
which Planned Parenthood gives for a small additional fee. 
This form of cancer is very easily cured at the early stages. 

So, you see, a few minutes of examination is surely 
worth a great deal to you!

Can you afford an extra $12 a year (minimum) on your 
phone bill? This is what you’ll pay if Pacific Telephone gets 
the additional $181 million in rate increases it has just 
requested. 

If you’d like to stop this injustice - and eventually save 
yourself some money -contact the Association of California 
Consumers, 380 Corte Madera Avenue, Corte-Madera, Calif. 
94925. They have just started a state wide drive to stop 
Pacific Telephone from getting away with it. 

Deciding a rate increase is a long and technical affair, 
rather like a jury trial. In this.case, the ‘‘jury” is the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission, which starts hearings 
in San Francisco on April 19. The Associationis hiring a top- 
rank legal expert to come before the P.U.C. and represent 
the public. 

If you’d like to help, you can do three things: send ACC 
a donation to help pay the legal expenses; tell ACC if you’d 
like to attend the hearings, either to watch or to give evidence 
how the increase would affect you and why you thing it would 
be bad; pass the message to your friends, church or club. 

ALL SLIM TOGETHER 

If you’re on a diet, or think you ought to be, why not get 
together with a group to boost your will power, and even 
have some fun? The BAND Hunters Point-Bayview Consumer 
Service Center runs a special class on Wednesdays, 1-3 p.m., 
which will help you plan low-calorie meals, and meet other 
people who are trying to lose weight. 

If you gain during the week, you throw a nickel into the 
kitty, which goes at the end of the month to the person who’s 
lost the most poundage. 

BAND will also put you in touch with a home group, if 
you can’t manage this class. 

IS THIS YOUR PROBLEM? 

Mr. L. bought anew car, trading inhis old one in part ex- 
change. Then he ran into financing trouble. A week later, the 
dealer, who’d arranged a loan through afinance company, told 
him he’d need a second loan, Mr. L.’s wife refused to co-sign 
for this, feeling that combined payments of $162 a month 
would upset their budget. So Mr. L. returned the new car - 
but was unable to get back his old one, on which he still 
owed three payments. A month later, without any car at all, 
he contacted the BAND office for help. 

One of the counselors quickly got in touch with both 
finance companies. The new car was resold, and Mr. L. now 
has his old car back, with only two aS: to go. 


Here are some tips on how to avoid Mr. L’s particular 
trap. 
* make sure you know the as price of the car, and 


- exactly what the financing will cost you, in dollars and cents, 


and as a percentage of the cash price. 

* check each copy of your sales contract to make sure 
there are no blank spaces. -  ~ 

* before you sign anything, get a friend or someone you 
trust to check the papers with you. If you call the BAND 
office, a counselor will go along - and in case of trouble put 
you in touch with legal aid. 

- * check around the finance companies to get the best 
interest rates. Don’t automatically let the dealer arrange 
the financing for you. And watch those side loans! 

* don’t let the dealer arrange your auto insurance. 
You’ll pay interest on it, and it may not give you complete 
coverage. 

* make sure monthly payments won’t upset your budget. 
Decide what you can afford to pay - at home, not in the 
showroom: . 

* don’t turn in your old car before everything is signed. 

* don’t let the dealer hustle you. Take your time - 
there are plenty of other places to go. 

PLAN YOUR OWN CLASSES'~.... 

Are you keen to study - but find that none of.the local 
classes are quite right for you? The BAND office is now 
sending out a questionnaire to find out what people want, 
and they are prepared to start any class for which there is 
a reasonable demand.

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So You Were Cheated? 


PROTEST YOURSELF 

According to Calif. law, if you signed a sales contract 
by mistake or fraud on the part of the seller you may cancel 
it. 

By fraud, is meant that the seller made a false or mis- 
leading representation about what you purchased (goods or 
services). Therefore he intended you to believe him AND you 
thereby relied on his false or misleading representations 
in closing the deal. 

But you must also notify the seller as to what you are 
doing. Return or offer to return the goods before you can 
get your money back. 


And, if you cannot get anywhere with the seller you can 
take other measures. When less than $200 is involved, try 
small claims court. Filing a claim is easy. Go to your local 
courthouse and ask for directions to the clerk of the small 
claims court. He will give you a simple form to fill out. It 
will cost you $1.00 to file. Other costs are slight. When the 
matter is heard before the judge you merely tell the story 
in your own words. Lawyers are not allowed to assist people 
in this court and strict rules of evidence are not applied. 

When more than $200 is involved, you had better see a 
lawyer. It may cost you something, but in the long run you 
will save money andbe better protected if you have an attorney 
representing you. This is particularly true if you are being 
sued on a contract which involves more than a month’s pay.

Service.’’ 

If you cannot afford an attorney you may wish to consult 
your neighborhood. legal services. In the Bay View-Hunters 
Point area the number for the San Francisco Neighborhood 
Legal Assistance is 285-3700. You can also consult the Legal 
Aid Society which is listed in the white pages of the phone book, 
of your city-county public defender’s office. 


Money Tips 
CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS 
In this category all contributions do not have to be in Cash. 
If you made contributions in some other form other than cash 
you may be able to Set a cash value for the contribution and 


_ deduct that value on your return. EXAMPLE: Labor, Material, 
Clothing, Toys etc. Your Church contributions, United Cru- 


sade, Salvation Army, Red Cross, Christmas and Easter 
Seals, March of Dimes, Cancer and.Heart Funds, Your own 
personal Charity.

INTEREST 

Include in this category all the interest that you paid 
during the year fo all of your creditors. This include’s : 
your home, car, furniture, personal loans and accounts at: 
department stores. : 

MISCELLANROUS DEDUCTIONS | 

In this category you can deduct the cost of Union dues, 
depreciation on tools that you must have to do your work, 
the cost of clothing that is not normal for every day wear 
including the cost of keeping them clean, safety equipment, 
Income Tax preparation, watch repair if you are working on 
a job where you must have a watch, etc. 


CASUALTY LOSSES 

In this category take deduction for all losses because of 
fire, storm, theft, auto accident, property damage, etc., if 
you were not compensated by insurance. Some of these must 
be supported by a police report. 

TAXES 

In this category deduct the cost of auto license, drivers 
license, sales tax, real estate tax, personal property tax, 
unemployment tax, gasoline tax, cigarette tax, and any other 
tax that you paid on purchases that you made during the year. 

MEDICAL EXPENSE 

If during the year your medical expense including the 
cost of health insurance exceed 4% of your gross income 
itemize them and deduct the net amount, EXAMPLE: If’ 
your income was $5,000.00 and your medical expense was 
$260.00 then your medical deduction would be $60.00.

Ombudeman ——.- 
——For The Poor? 


The term ombudsman describes a public official whose 
function is to represent citizens in dealing with local, regional 
and national governments.’ 

Many times legislators, rights leaders and poverty groups 
have asked for an ‘‘ombudsman’”’ to assist the poor, grass 
roots organizations and others in cutting bureaurcratic red 
tape and scrutinizing government activities. 

Locally, Assemblyman John Burton has called for such 
a public official. On the national scene the Citizens’ Crusade 
Against Poverty has plans to establish a National Grievance 
and Information Center which would act as an ombudsman. 

According to Chairman Walter Reuther of CCAP the 
center would have four main functions: ‘‘Assist in piloting 
grass roots program proposals. through government agencies; 
Serve as an advocate for grass roots organizations, in help- 
ing them to scrutinize and challenge arbitrary administrative 
decisions by government agencies before legal action is 
necessary; Provide a central information center which will 
disseminate relevant information with respect to various 
poverty programs, and:sources and requirement for funding; 
Function in the board area.of the War on Poverty.

Alinsky Bitter Truth 


With all the bite and candor typical of the man and his 
unique reputation, hundreds of EOC-War on Poverty workers 
reluctantly took the news they knew all the time; ‘¢«Community 
Action is a dead issue,?? 

The man, Saul Alinsky, whose community organization 
experience was over more years then most in the room had 
lived, was received with deep resentment, suspicion, fear, 
distrust, applause, respect and even apathy, 

The place was itself a paradox, Arrangements for such a: 
blunt confrontation were made by a rather bland KOC training: 
program that scheduled buses which won’t hire Black Ameri- 
cans, : 

What Alinsky had to say was important if anyone bothered 
to listen, But like his confrontation with the white power struc- 
ture of a Rochester or an Oakland, or Uncle Tom’s or John 
Birchers, he posed a threat, f 

A threat because he plans on taking over their organi- 
zations? Or that he might attempt to move in and run their 
community? Or because he’s white, or Jewish? 


| ‘*He Don’t Mess Around’? 


No, not be his record or answers? Rather it seemed, 
Alinsky posed a threat because there were some using the 
War on Poverty as they saw fit, had become part of the 
establishment, insecure and fearful for their jobs, had some- 
thing going for themselves, and all knew this guy was ‘not 
Messing around,?? 

If one single pill was the bitter pill it was an axiom of 
community organization he gave the audience, «An organizer 
is not the community leader, Once he becomes a leader he 
has something going only for himself and ceases his effec- 
tiveness as a leader,’ 

Explaining that most Community Action programs were 


nothing now but company unions'he pointed out the need for 


a complete independence of the establishment in order to or- 
ganize and do an honest job, Whereas the FOC was being used 
to “undercut the local independent grass roots organi- 
zations,”? 

NEED FOR POWER 

He talked of the need of colitions by the poor. The fact 
and what they see now is not apathy but mass resignation 
in the ghetto. He was talking, by the way, about Black Power, 

THE ORGANIZER a 

For those willing to listen he repeated several times the 
job description of an organizer: ‘*An organizer should have 
a passion for anonymity,’’ ‘‘He is only hired help and will 
only be in the community a temporary time,’’ ‘‘He is only 
a technician.”? “The organizer who starts dominating is no 
organizer,’’ : ‘ 

Surely no person likes to hear that they are no longer 
effective because they are hired by the establishment (Le. 
EOC), even if it be the truth, But Alinsky didn’t tell them 
anything they already really didn’t know. Since he is going 
out of his present business, he had nothing to sell, 

But what were the alternatives? One person in the audi- 
ence revealed her own ineffectiveness because of working in 
the War on Poverty program, To this confession and to 
others Alinsky pointed to the need for persons to stand their 
ground without letting the establishment bother them, else- 
wise they should get out of the program and go where they 
can be effective without such restraints,
